FI NAL ORDER

On March 28, 2000, PUREPACKET COVMUNI CATI ONS OF VI RG NI A,
| NC. (" PUREPACKET" or "the Conpany"), conpleted an application
for a certificate of public convenience and necessity
("certificate") to provide | ocal exchange tel ecommuni cations
servi ces throughout the Cormonweal th of Virginia. By Oder
dated April 12, 2000, the Comm ssion directed the Conpany to
provi de notice to the public of its application, directed the
Comm ssion Staff to conduct an investigation and file a report,
and schedul ed a public hearing to receive evidence relevant to
PUREPACKET' s appl i cati on.

On May 24, 2000, Staff filed its report finding that
PUREPACKET' s application was in conpliance wth the Conmi ssion's
Rul es Governing the O fering of Conpetitive Local Exchange

Tel ephone Service ("Local Rules"). Based upon its review of

PUREPACKET' s application, the Staff determned it woul d be
appropriate to grant the Applicant a certificate to provide

| ocal exchange tel ecommuni cations services subject to the
followi ng conditions: (1) any custonmer deposits collected by
PUREPACKET shall be retained in an unaffiliated third-party
escrow account until such tinme as the Staff or Conm ssion
determines it is no | onger necessary; and (2) PUREPACKET shal
provide audited financial statenents of the parent conpany,
Pur ePacket Conmuni cations, Inc., to the D vision of Econom cs
and Finance no later than one (1) year fromthe effective date
of the Conmpany's initial tariff.

A hearing was conducted on June 7, 2000, and PUREPACKET
filed proof of publication and proof of service as required by
the April 12, 2000, Order. At the hearing, the application and
acconpanyi ng attachnents and the Staff Report were entered into
the record w thout objection.

NOW THE COW SSI ON, havi ng consi dered the application and
the Staff Report, finds that PUREPACKET shoul d be granted a
certificate to provide | ocal exchange tel ecommuni cations
services subject to certain conditions.

Accordingly, IT IS ORDERED THAT:

(1) PUREPACKET COMMUNI CATIONS OF VIRG@ NIA, INC., is hereby
granted a certificate of public convenience and necessity, No.

T-489, to provide |ocal exchange tel ecomruni cati ons services



subject to the restrictions set forth in the Rules Governing the
O fering of Conpetitive Local Exchange Tel ephone Service, § 56-
265.4:4 of the Code of Virginia, and the provisions of this

O der.

(2) Shoul d PUREPACKET col | ect custoner deposits, it shal
establish and maintain an escrow account, held by an
unaffiliated third party, to hold such funds and shall notify
the Division of Econom cs and Finance of the escrow arrangenent.
Any escrow arrangenent established pursuant to this Order shal
be mai ntained for such tinme as the Staff or Conm ssion
determ nes necessary.

(3) PUREPACKET shall provide tariffs to the Division of
Comruni cations which conformwi th all applicable Comm ssion
rul es and regul ati ons.

(4) PUREPACKET shall provide audited financial statenents
of the parent conpany, PurePacket Communications, Inc., to the
Di vi si on of Econom cs and Fi nance no |ater than one (1) year
fromthe date of PUREPACKET s initial tariff.

(5) There being nothing further to conme before the
Comm ssion, this case shall be dism ssed and the papers filed

herein placed in the file for ended causes.
